How pleasant is an agiceabla, well- 
worded, and well-Epelt letter,- with all tho 
t's across like the yards of a man-of-war, 
and every i with its distinctive dot. There 
is no accomphi^bment that one can possess 
superior to that of the ready letter-writer.- 
Though often it comes as a gift, y^i much 
improyemeDt cornea with education; and 
it b a wonder to us that teachers, who 
retjuiro campoations which give rise to all 
sorts of renoetions upon "iJatnro," and 
^* Mercy," and ''Freedom," should not 
torn the channel of young thcugbf« to 
letler-wrilmg and let the youthful idea 
" shoot" in this direction. Females have 
the gift more frequently than males — take 
to correspondence as naturally as a duck 
to the water — and write charming letters;

History of King Theodore-Orlgln 

of the War- 

King Theodorna or Tfceodow of Abya- 
liina, wtUi whoMiifiDe a&d i«oent hist^ 
every retdar of iwwspapcrt tiroi^out tho 
world has booome familUr ia conaequenoe 
of his war with Eoriand, haa been Bla^n 
at the storming <if Ba opiW, Magdala, 
by tiifl English army. The orrginalname 
of Theodore was Dejajmatoh Eastr. He 
was bora of humbleparentag© at Qoarel, 
«i tho botdeiB of - Altera Ambara, and 
was educated in a convent, in which he 
was placed under restraint by hia mother. 
He escaped from tho content to hJa undo, 
Deiflch Comfu, a noted rebel, with whom 
he imbibed a taato for warlike pnraoitfl, 
and eventually became ruler of a lai^ 
portionof Abysfflnia. Naturally ambitions 
and politia he Eooceeded in euLai^iog his 
authority Bteadily at the expense of th^ 
other " Bas" or Chiefoof Abyeinia. Hia 
power eapedaily moreased when in 1863 
ho defeated his fatber-in4aw, Has Ali, and 
took him prisoner. At length, in 1856, 
he fell himself strong eooagh to formally, 
claim the throne of all Abywinia, and ho 
was crowned as .such by tho Abuna Balama, 
the head of the Abysfiiaia Chnrch. His 
reign soon proved to be the moat offeottve 
Abyaainia had ever had. Jus soon as he 
came into power Ma atto^tiun w«s. directed 
to the impqrtanoe of being on terma of 
friendflbip with the Government which 
mlea India, and which baa~ eaLahltahed 
itself in the n^^hbouring Btronghold of 
Adeo. He, th^fore, resolved to assert 
the rights assured to WEfbyrirtne of the 
trea^ made between Qreat Britain and 
Abysmnia in the year 1849, and ratified 
iu 1852, in which it was stipulated that 
each state ahonld receive ambassadors 
from the other. Mr. Plowdcn, who had 
been for many years EngUflh Consul at 
Maasanah, although not an accredited 
agent, to Abyssinia, went to that country 
with preaentfl for the people in authorityj 
and remained during a war which broke 
out at the occaFTOO of Tbeodore. Unfor- 
tnnatcly, Mr. Plowden^who hadancceeded 
in winning tho favour of the Emperor to 
a lai^e, extent, was killed, and his 8uc- 
cesBor, Mr, Cameron,' was informed, soon 
after his arrival, in 1862, by the King, 
that he desired, to carry out the abovo- 
mentioned treaty ; he even wrote an auto- 
graph letter to Queen Victoria, aakingper- 
mission to ^nd an embassay to London. 
Although the letter reached England in 
Pehruary, 1863, it remained unanswered; 
and the suppa'^ition that this circumstance, 
tc^ether with a quarrel with Mr, Stem, a 
mifiaionary, who, in a book on Abysmnia, 
had spoken dierespectfully of tho King, 
who hod remonstrated ogaiDst Uia fiog< 
^ng to death of two interpreters^ roused 
the Ring's temper, and a year after, hav- 
ing despatched the unanswered letter, he 
sent an armed force to the misdonary sta- 
tion, aciEed the misaionariefl and put them 
in chains. He also cast Mr. Cameron 
into prison, and had bim chuned continu-^ 
ally to an Abyssinian eoldier. Great ex- 
citement prevailed in England on the ar- 
rival of the news of this outrage against 
Britiah finbjectsj but in oonaide ration of 
an aimed expedition having to undergo 
many hardships in such a warm olimate, 
it was deemed best by tho En^isb Go- 
vernment to use diplomaeyinitBeffbrtaio 
have: the pri&onera rateaaed. Itwaaaot' 

until the second half of August, 1665, 
that Mr. Basam, ap Aeiatm by birthj 
was sent on a special mission to tho Abys- 
sinian potentate, and was received^ on Ms 
arrival in Pebruaiy, 1866, in atrulymag- 
niSccnt style, the release of the prisoners 
being at once ordered by the King. Bnt 
the hope thus r^sed was soon to be disap- 
pointed, for when Mr* Rassam and the 
other prisonbra wer^ jnst on the point of 
taking leave of tho Emperor, (hey were 
put under arre^ and notified that they 
would have to rediaiuln Che^^conntiy as 
Stale guests until an answer could be olh 
tained to another letter which the King 
was going to write to the Queen. Hypoc- 
risy, falseness and mendacity seem to have 
taken a prominent part in the character 
of King Theodore; for while he, in an 
mictuoufl letter to the Quecn^ ostensibly 
attributed the detention of Mr, Bassam to 
his wish of consulting him in what way 
the friendly relations of tho English and 
Abyeainian monaTchies might be best ex- 
tended, be treated tfce prisoners with len- 
ioncv only for a short period, and soon 
used rigorous measures towards his vic- 
tims. As a reason for hia change of con- 
duct he ailerward gave an alleged report 
that English, PrcDch and Turkish troorei 
were on their way to invade AbyBSmia. 
Theodore's letter was conveyed to Eng- 
land by Mr. Flad, a German miBsiopary, 
who WOB also tho bearer of a letter from 
Mr, Ttassam, in which ho rcf^ucsted that 
English artisans be sent to engage In tho 
AbyssioipD&ervicc, Tho English Govern- 
ment engaged Borao artisans for tho ser- 
vice, and having sent them to tho coast of 
AbyBSjnia; notified tho King that they 
would enter his territory if ho would pre- 
viously liberate (bo captives. The condE- 
tion not beinj^ complied with, the artisans 
returned to England. Ailer exhausting 
nil diplomatio resources to obtain from 
Theodore the release of the captives, the 
Englieh Government last'''year declared 
war against Theodore. The war was 
chiefly to be carried on with the troops, 
Engluib and native, which in India bad 
become accustomed to the hot elimatCp 
The first English troops made Ihcir ap- 
pearance in October, 1867, bat it waa not 
until the close of the year that tlic whole 
of tho army anivod, Tho expcdilion was 
commanded by<lcn. Sir Itobcrt Napier, 
heretofore Command inj^-Gencral at Bom- 
bay. Under him acted as coitmiandfirs of 
divisions, Sir Charlea Ht<;evcty and Col. 
Malcolm, while Col. Mercwcther com- 
manded the cavatrv. The diHtanco from 
Maasowah, tho lauding place of tho troops, 
to Magdala, tho capita! of Theodoro, \% 
about 300 milcfl. Tho EnglLwli had to 
overcome great difficuttics, but they bavo 
overcome Ihcm with remftrkaUo energy. 
King Theodore gradually retired boforo 
the English without rjhkin;; a battle until 
ho reached his capjtab Then ho made a 
stand and fought bravely for hia crown, 
but En vain : ha was defeats, tho oapltal 
^ptured, and tlio King himBelf stain. 
King Theodore was, on tho whole, tho 
gro»cst ruler Abyesinia has ever had; 

OTcn. acDordicK to English aocount^, ho 
exoelled, in alt manly puraultfl, and his 
general pursuits, and hla general manner 
wa4 polite and engaging. Had he avoided 
this foolish quarrel with England, and 
proceeded on the way of reform which he 



entered npnn in the beginning of his reigu. 
he would probably have played an impor- 
taid^pE^-u thepolitaoal receneratun of 
Bwtera'Afiiw,

Lotmoff, May 9. — The memonal for-' 
warded to the Home Office by Mr, Jfrfm 
Bnghtj M-P., and ether hujnaaitarisnSj 
claiming and purging that an alxhi was 
clearly made out m favonf of tha Penian 
Barrett, convicted of the murder of Mary 
Ann Hodgkmson by the Clerke^i^ ex- 
plosion, received ijuo attention by the Go- 
veminent. ' - . - 

Further inquiries by tbe Home Secre- 
tary disprove the^laim of the petitioners, 
however, and the last penalty of the law, 
by h&Dging, will he duly carried out on 
the prisoner. 

Barret w^ Bentencedlo dea!i^ by the 
Lords iTusticefl of the Queen's Bench, at 
the "Central Criminal Court in this city, 
on tho 27th of April, after having made 
the defence that ho was employ^ at his 
trade as a shoemaker in' Glasgow, Scot- 
land, on the day of the explosion at Clerk- 
enwell prison. One of his witnesses 5woTo 
thatBarrett read ^e account ef the event 

to him aadother persons in Barrett'sshop, 
in Scotland] nej;t morning, 

Tho prisoner addreroed tlie Conrt be- 
St^XA receiving s^nt^noe. In Ihe course of 
his speech be said," ''It is ueeleea for mo 
to enter into |»r<^ut^D? of innopenoe, 
being.jfnlly aware that no deolaratibn of 
mine will have the alightest tendency U^ 
prevent your Lordship from following tip 
couiBcyou have determined upon. But 
this! can and will moat solemnly deoUre — 
there b no one who more deeply commi- 
serates tho sufferera flrom that esplosion, 
or more earnestly deplores tha fatal conse- 
quences. No, I am noi one to rejoice over 
miseiy or find pleaaore in the safferinga of 
my fellow creatures, the statement of 
Mflliany, even to the contrary. Even him 
lean forgive, though his anffctingfl may 
not he BO great as he deserves. I would 
wish to correct an inference that has been 
rnade here that I was in London at the 
time of the explosion. There never waa 
a greater mistake than to give jne credit 
for such an undertaking as that explosion. 
It was utterly absurd to suppose 60, being, 
as I am, a total, stranger to acts of dar- 
ing; and if it be attributed to the Fenian 
orgaoiEation, then it becomes more redicu- 
loosly absurd. In the cUy of London, ac- 
cording to Sir Eichard Mayno and the 
Pall Man Gazette, there are 10,000 armed 
Fenians, and that they should have to 
send to Gla^ow to do this work, and 
there to select a person of no higher con- 
ditiou and no greatoc abilities' than ie 
hmnblo person who'now addrcsaes your 
Lordship, is a s^tretchof imagination which 
the difiordered minds of the affrighted 
officials could alone he capable of enler- 
tainmg,"

The New York Pbif IsayB : An inter- 
eating pedestrian exhibitia is now going 
on at a billiard sakwo ia phatiiain 6treet, 
for tbe purpose of teatiog the endDTanoe of 

two sporting men. Twi EigUsbmen — 
John Qoulding, aged 35, ind James Miles, 
aged 21 years — each epdeavouring to 
walk a thousand miles in ^thousand hours. 

The field of action is a billiard room 
containing three tables, ^ the back of a 
drinking saloon. Forty vralksround these 
tables completo the milt. A bt^inning 
was made laat Saturday^aftomoon. In 
order to perform the featit will be neces- 
sary te walk for six wteks, less eight 
hours. A state of complete pbysioal ei- 
haustion may be expected on the part of 
both |(!ontestanta loog b^ro that time. 

The only man who has yet accomplish- 
ed the feat was Captain Barclay, in Eng- 
land, about twenty years sgo. Ho showed 
BTgna of great fatigae before his five hun- 
dredth mie had elapsed. He would fall 
while walking and frequently had to be 
raised. Severe casligatipos with whips 
were adminiatored, to excito and thorouglv 
ly arouse him. He wfis pricked also with 
needles, and pistols w^fo fired near hia 
ear. DoctorB \9ere ooaatantiy also present 
to administer stimulante. I^ofeund aleep 
womldttuofw-fct.MwJj.moiQent'of Teatr-and 
at the elcsa of the feat it waa Uwjg and en- 
during. Hianbryea and muscles, however, 
from constant previous habit, impelled 
him to raiee at tho usual i^fprval^ for at 
least a fortnight, and walk while sleeping, 
To prevent this he was forcibly held until 

hifl system returned toils uonnal condition, 
Barclay bad an advantage over the present 
conlestanla in walking in the open air. 
He had beds immediately within tho outer 
doors of the two cottages, and laid in them 
alteraatoly, Goulding and Milea are in 
in atmofiphorc somewhat vitiated by a 
cooEtont crowd, though a draft mahes 
through, and, at the close of each walk, 
are compelled to ascend'a pair of atairs to 
bedrooms. Both are light, bony men. 
GouldiDg is five feet five inches in height. 
He was apprenticed to a butcher during 
boyhood, in EnglaDd, but adoptod the pro- 
fession of '^hurdle and jumping" at tho 
age of seventeen. In lator years he com- 
bined with it walkipg and running. Hur- 
dle jumping is performed by leaping a sno- 
cflSfflon of twenty-five bur(iles, each three 
feet six inehca high, placed in a circle, ten 
yards apart. It is neocssary to jump this 
circle twen^ timos^ cquallingfive hundred 
hurdles. Goulding, in a running contetit, 
was beaten some years ngo by Jackeon, the 
"American Deer/' Hia best mnnbg was 
nine miles in an hour and a quarter. 

During tho present contest, Goulding 
wears a thick flannel shirt under a thin 
woolen elastio shirt His legs are covered 
by loose woolen drawers, and round hie 
neck is a silk handkerchief, He wears 
also a Itgbt cap. Miles ia eimilarly dres&. 
ed. He has tight cotton drawers upon 
hia legs, like a circus rider. He wears 
neither (»p nor handkcrebief. The socks 
worn are cottoo, and the shoes hare low 
heels. Both men take a long breath at 
the close of each drcut of the tables, which 
lasta tj»em nearly to tiieir f^tum. They 
look at no OM in p«RdDg.

stonn bad passed very near. Three timcv- 
did the phenomena appear and then pasv 
away, leaving at last the sun shining 
as brightly as ever. The tel^aph wire* 
ceased to work at^ the time. In other 
parts of the State this connexion developed 
mto an awful tornado. At Galefibnrg and 
Shanehai a fearful devastation happened^ 
with \dss of life in tbe latter place and (he^ 
deatruction of fifteen dwellings, school 
houses, and two oburohcB. 

Services commenced in the Second Ad- 
vent Church, a new building completeJ 
last fali, at 4 o'clock^ p.m.

The windows b^;an to oliake, 
and come one called out from his eeat,^ 
" Mr. Hurd, a bad etorm ia coming up."' 
The minifltiir answered, "Never mind the- 
fltorm ; there is a day coming when there 
will be a storm compaied with which thiF 
will be nothing, I will be through soon." 
Just then the hail and wind oommenoed 
breuking in the window lights, and in 
almost on inetant the windows of the 
church, sash and all, were, torn out- 

The only two persons who succeeded in- 
getting out were George Vera and Harri- 
son Wizer, who were instantly killed.- 
The building reeled like a drunken man, 
but none could get out, Wives clung to 
their huBbnnds, children to their parents, 
brothers and sisters to each other, and 
and despair waa depicted upon every coun- 
tenance. Suddenly the crash came and 
with a deafening sound mingled with tho 
shrieks of the pent-up people, timbers, 
scantling and all came down with a sud- 
den crash upon the devoted heads of tho 
congregation — men, women and children. 
Some had skulls broken, others 'arms, 
others received internal injuries from 
which they can never recover. There arc 
several who did not rei^ive a scratobj^b 
nearly all were mora or less injured. 

Services were to have been held at the 
same hour in the Methodist church, but 
owing to the nonTarrival of the minietor 
the serricea were postponed. Tluachurch 
was also enlirely demolished. 

8o awe-struck were tlie people of Chi- 
eago at the sudden ajtpaniton of darkness . 
that ia an ~ editorial Ibe RepMictnt ob- 
Bcrvea:— 

*' Probably no one of tbe many persons 
enveloped by the darkness which fell upon 
this city with such mystorieus swiftness 
on Tuesday altcmoon but felt an indescri- 
bable awe at tho sudden visitation. Ju 
one moment of time, without warning, as 
if the aun had suddenly eiponded its illu- 
minating power; the hghtof the day be- 
gan to fade out of the Bky-,^and night to 
descend upon the earth, as it wero, amist, 
while a startling chilliueea permeated iht 
air as if the eilinguishmeut of oar ccatr^ 
orb had inelcntty deprived cur system of 
worlda of its boon of warmth.
